Telegrams were dispatched to the

including farmers and bankers, in thif 
dramatic step to increase the low price 
of cotton. 


They were signed by Chairman 


Stone, who conferred Wednesday with 
directors of the cotton stabilization 
corporation and the American Cottor 
-o-operative Association. Stone sale 
f the growers promised to plow under 
every third row of cotton now grow- 
ing, thfc 'cottoivco-operative would be 
asked also to'withhold the 2,000,000 
bales it*w,os:'from>traid,e channels. ...

"This program," he asserted, "if ful- 


ly carried out by Southern farmers as 
well as by ourselves will mean re- 
duction of total supply by at least 
1000,000 bales and withholding from 
this year's market of 3,000,000 bales 
more."

auction recognized this as a genuine 
James Black Bowie knife. Bidding 
against each other at $1 a raise, they 
carried the price up to $100. The new 
owner later presented it to Augustus 


H. Garland, first Democratic governor 
of Arkansas after the constitution of 
1874. 
; Garland later became United States 
senator. He gave the knife to his 
colleagues, James K. Jones, grand- 
father of Mr. Carrigan. Both Garland 
and. Jones were natives of Washing- 
ton, home of the famous Bowie, knife 
blacksmith. Senator Jones passed the 
knife on to James K. Jones Jr., and 
'it'was from this maternal uncle that 
.'Mr, Carrigan obtained it. 
. 


' Stories about' James- Black's Bowie 
knives are legion, but'Mr. Carrigan re- 
cites, twp feats that are carried In the 
Memory' of Washington townsmen, 
told to them by .Svtvthers and grand- 
fathers. When Bladk' finished a. Bowie 
knife he wduld begift whittling "on a 
hickory axerhandle; and if after two 
.hours- the—lmife—wouldi^t-'Shave him 
he discarded it as unworthy of his 
famous shot.

ror Months Operated Aft- 
er State Owned Bridge 


Was Opened 


COTTER, Ark— (fP)—A 
ferry that 


for months remained in operation aft- 
er a new state-owned toll fridge was 
built parallel to it across the White 
river, has finally been discontinued. 


It has been sold and put in opera- 


tion as a boat on the river. 


The toll bridge connecting Marion 


and Baxter counties wa sopened last 
November but the Cotter ferry held 
on, despite th efact the Baxter county 
judge refused to issue a license for it 
and issued an order forbidding it to 
land or take on passengers on the 
Baxter county aide of the river. 


The order, however, was not re- 


garded and the county judge lacked 
authority to enforce it. Dwindling 
revenues apparently led to the decis- 
ion to discontinue its operation.

Hoover dam will go more cement 
than has been used in all the dams 
previously constructed by the bureau 
of reclamation in the 26 years of its 
existence. 


But the factor of safety will not be

This reassurance comes from work- 


ers in a little adobe building, restor- 
ed from the remains of an old Mor- 
mon fort just north of Las Vegas. 


Here the Bureau of Reclamation 


maintains a testing laboratory, and the 
ingredients that are to go into the 
greatest mass concrete job the world 
has known are examined both separ- 
ately and in their exact mixtures. 


For two years a small force of ex- 


perts has been conducting the tests, 
working under Walker R. Young, res- 
ident engineer of the Boulder project 
and designer of Arrowrock dam, until 
lately the highest in the world. 


Young, with Assistant Enginer O. G. 


Fatch and 
his assistant, 
Douglas 


"Wood, have been using thousands of 
cylinders of concrete, made from-var- 
ious sands and gravels located "by_gov- 
mernent or prvate prospectors, to de- 
termine exactly what will - be - the 
breaking strain of the actual materials 
that go into the dam. > 


The various materials, properly mix- 


ed, must prove a strength of. 2,500 
. pcunds per square inch to win ap- 
j proval for a place in the huge, bar- 


rier that will back up- the waters.of 
the Colorado for a distance 9f, 115 
miles. 
, • 


A total of 3,400,000 cublic yards of 


concrete will be poured into the dam,- 
nnd another million yards will be re- 
qured for the power plant and other 
works. This means a total of 5,500,000 
barrels of cement. In its quarter cen- 
tury of construction work the bureau 
has used in all prior projects combin- 
ed, only -1,926,000 .barrels of this ma- 
terial.
